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What is the Youth Poet Laureate?  
 

If you watched the inauguration festivities, you 

may have been struck by the performance of 

the nation’s first youth poet laureate, Amanda 

Gorman. At just 22, her reading of her poem, 

The Hill We Climb, was moving for many. It 

also prompted questions about just what is the 

youth poet laureate?  

 

Gorman is just the sixth person to serve as the 

inaugural poet, following in the footsteps of 

Maya Angelou and Robert Frost, among oth-

ers.

Gorman was also named the first national 

youth poet laureate in 2017. While the tradition 

of having a poet laureate is a long one, the in-

stitution of a youth poet laureate is new. Gor-

man was also named the inaugural youth poet 

laureate of Los Angeles at the age of 14.

Armenia Coronavirus Update 

 

The situation related to coronavirus remains serious worldwide, and we urge you to continue 

to adhere to local requirements related to the wearing of face masks and social distancing.  

The Government of Armenia extended its quarantine regime for six months, through July 

2021. According to the quarantine regime, individuals entering Armenia must provide a neg-

ative COVID-19 PCR test taken within 72 hours of arrival or submit to testing on arrival and 

quarantine until a negative result is received. You can find more information on the situation 

related to COVID-19 in Armenia on our COVID-19 page here.  

 

Coronavirus in the United States: What You Should 
Know 

 

Effective January 26, the U.S. Centers for Disease Control and Prevention requires that all 

airline passengers traveling to the United States provide a negative COVID-19 viral test 

taken within 72 hours of departure or provide a positive test result as well as documentation 

from a licensed health care provider or public health official of having recovered from 

COVID-19 in the 90 days preceding travel.  Passengers must also attest, under penalty of 

law, to having received a negative qualifying test result or to recover from COVID-19 and 

medical clearance to travel. This testing requirement applies to all individuals age two or

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older who are traveling to the United States.  You can find more information on the CDC

Please note the U.S. government does not plan to provide COVID-19 vaccinations to U.S. 

citizens overseas. U.S. citizens traveling or residing overseas should follow host country de-

velopments and guidelines for COVID-19 vaccination and we urge U.S. citizens overseas to 

make their own arrangements regarding medical care.  

 
Be Prepared Before You Visit the U.S. Embassy  
 

The American Citizen Services (ACS) Unit at U.S. Embassy Yerevan continues to provide 

passport, citizenship, and notarial services. Please check our appointment page for available 

appointments, currently available on Monday for Consular Reports of Birth Abroad and no-

tarial services, and Thursday for passport services. 

• Please arrive ten minutes early to your appointment early to allow time for security 

screening. If you arrive late, you will be asked to reschedule your appointment.  

• Wear a mask. In response to COVID-19 all visitors must wear masks while at the Em-

bassy. You are required to bring your own mask(s). If you do not have a mask, you will 

be asked to reschedule your appointment for another day.  

• Come fully prepared for your interview. If you are not fully prepared you will be asked 

to reschedule your appointment for another day.

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The STEP Program*

STEP is short for The Smart Traveler En-

rollment Program. It’s a way for U.S. Citi-

zen and nationals living and traveling 

abroad to enroll with the U.S. Embassy in 

any given country, and a way for the Em-

bassy to contact citizens and nationals in 

the event of a crisis or natural disaster, a 

mass evacuation, or even a family emer-

gency. STEP is a way for family and 

friends to contact you during such events. 

STEP is also the way the U.S. Embassy in 

Armenia communicates important Travel 

Advisories and Alerts via text and SMS, as 

well conveying information through news-

letters and email. Though there is no re-

quirement for citizens traveling or living in 

Armenia and elsewhere to enroll in STEP, 

we highly encourage it. Have your pass-

port and itinerary handy when you enroll:

In an emergency situation and if no private method of transfer is available, family or friends 

in the United States may send money to a U.S. citizen in distressed circumstances overseas 

through the U.S. Embassy via the Overseas Citizens Services office of the Department of 

State.

A fee of 30 USD is charged for 

setting up and maintaining a trust account (for one year or less) in order to transfer funds to, 

or for the benefit of, a U.S. citizen in need in a foreign country.
